They have seized and im­ 
pr isoned the Br itish and Ger man 
consuls ther e,

steamer which 
was discharging a 
car go of coal at Puer to Cabello. 
T his vessel was unable to escape, 
ow ing to a bieakdown in her ma­ 
chiner y. 
The Amer ican consul at 
Puer to Cabello attempted to inter ­ 
vene, but was disr egar ded. 


L a 
Gu a i r a , Venezuela, Dec. 
12.— A division of the Venezuelan 
ar my, 2,100 str ong, under command 
o f Gen. Fer r er , minister of war , 
ar r ived her e yester day and str ong 
detachments wer e 
at once set to 
w or k to 
constr uct defenses and 
stiengthen the existing for tifica­ 
tions of the town. 
Patr iotic ar dor has been excited 
to such an extent by Pr esident Cas­ 
tr o’s appeal to his countr ymen that 
even women ar e assisting in the 
w or k of impr oving the defenses of 
La Guair a, filling sand bags and 
m aking themselves useful in pr epa­ 
r ation for possible eventualities. 
Alm ost to a man the male popu- 
latidn of the town has volunteer ed 
to assist in its defense. 
It is note­ 
wor thy that the tr oops which ar ­ 
r ived her e display tr i-color flags, 
instead of yellow ones. 
Y ello w is 
the color of the Castr o par ty. The 
use of tr i-color instead of yellow 
flags is designed to show that the 
w ar with which the Venezuelans 
believe they ar e confr onted is a 
national and not a par tisan quar r el. 
Pr ior to the landing of a for ce of 
2CX) Ger mans and fifty Br itish for 
the pur pose of escor ting on boar d 
the war ships sever al Ger man and 
Br itish subjects, including Messr s. 
Pr ince, 
Lepage and 
Fieldwick, 
who 
had 
bar r icaded 
themselves 
within the offices of the La Guair a 
Har bor cor por ation, a Br itish com­ 


pany, wor d was sent to the loca. 
author ities ot the intending land- 
ing and the La Guair a officials r e­ 
ceived wor d that if ther e was any 
opposition to landing par ties, the 
war ships would at once shell the 
for t, the signal 
station and 
the 
custom house. 
A s the r einfor cements which the 
gover nment had 
dispatched 
had 
not then ar r ived, and as the La 
Guair a author ities had at their dis­ 
posal 
only 
one 
battalion, 
they 
wisely or der ed these tr oops not to 
oppose the .anding of the Ger mans 
and 
Br itish. I f another landing 
wer e attempted, now that 
r ein­ 
for cements have ar r ived, it would 
be the signal for open hostilities.

JUDGE HENfiY DEAD. 


Was For mer ly One of the Jndsr es of 
the Mnpr eme Coor t. 


Specia l to the Dem o cra t. 
K a n s a s C i t y , M o ., Dec. 12 .- 
Judge John W . Henr y, one of the 
ablest jur ists and best known demo­ 
cr ats of Missour i, died in this city 
this mor ning, after an illness of 
sever al weeks dur ation. 
Judge Henr y was bor n in Cyn- 
thiana, Har r ison county, K y ., in 
1825. 
A fter 
gr aduating 
fr om 
Tr ansylvania L aw school he came 
to Missour i 
in 
1845, 
settled at 
Boonville and soon won high r ank 
at the bar . 
He was elected to the supr eme 
cour t in 1876 for a ter m of ten 
year s, at the expir ation of which 
he r emoved to Kansas C ity and 
was elected to the office of cir cuit 
judge, which he held at the time 
of his death.

Holds that a City that Collects Taxes 
is Also Hound to Enfor ce 
Contr acts. 


When you pay for a barrel of 
flour, says the Nevada Post, you 
are not satisfied with a half barrel. 


When you pay for a coat with 


two sleeves, you 
insist 
on both 
sleeves being delivered. 


When you pay for a half section 


of land, you demand the full 320 


acres, and you are entitled to it. 


There is no reason why a deal 


between a company 
operating a 
public utility and the town which 
it serves should differ from a trade 


between individuals. 


If the city of Nevada pays for 
1.000 candle power street lights, it 
should have them. 
If it pays for 
3.000 candle power it should have 
them to the full length of the wick 
in the last dip. 
A part in light 
and a part in apology will not fill 
the bill. 
When the individual consumer 
turns on his gas he has a right to 
expect sufficient light to count his 
fingers, and when it becomes neces­ 
sary to light an oil lamp to find his 
children, he has, at least, 
moder­ 
ately reasonable grounds for com­ 
plaint. 
The people of Nevada want good 
water service, good gas, and good 
electric 
light. 
They are 
paying 
good prices and should have good 
service. 
The city council was elected to 
represent the city, and it is the 
duty of its members to see that the 
people get that for which they arc 
required to pay. 
The obligation of a councilman 
does not cease with the acceptance 
of a contract. 
That is only the be­ 
ginning. 
If he fails to enforce the 
contract, who may be expected to 
look after it ? 
The city is now bringing several 
hundred suits to compel the pay­ 
ment of taxes. 
It is right 
that 
they should be paid ; but it is also 
right that the council should exer­ 
cise as much severity in the dis­ 
bursement of the revenue as it does 
in the collection. 
If the taxpayer is compelled to 
make 
good 
his delinquency, the 
tax-getter’s failure to render full 
value should not be ignored. 
Frequent and careful tests should 
be made of every public utility. 
It 
is the only way to prevent lagging.

ientative Sulzer, of New York, 
y esterday introduced a bill in the 
house the p urp ose of which is to 
g ive p ublicity to the affairs of larg e 
corp orations by requiring them to 
make annual returns to g overnment 
authorities. 
It p rovides for the creation of a 
bureau in the interstate commerce 
commission to be known as the 
bureau of corp oration, with a chief 
at its head, who shall be ap p ointed 
by the p resident. 
It is made the 
p rovince and duty of this bureau, 
under the direction of the inter­ 
state commerce commission, to in­ 
sp ect all corp orations eng ag ed in 
interstate and foreig n commerce, 
and to sup p ly information reg ard­ 
ing them, including the manner in 
which their business is conducted. 
Ail corp orations covered by the 
bill shall make annual rep orts to 
the bureau, setting forth among 
other thing s, the financial condi­ 
tions, 
names 
and 
addresses of 
stockholders and officers; also a 
statement showing that the corp o­ 
ration in question has not been fa­ 
vored by any transp ortation com­ 
p any daring the y ear, or, if so, in­ 
formation in detail must be g iven 
as to the favors received. 
Corp o­ 
rations also must make statements 
showing that they have not been a 
p arty to any combination in re­ 
straint 
of 
trade 
or 
commerce 
among the several states and terri­ 
tories. 
A p enalty of from i to 10 p er 
cent of the last annual g ross earn­ 
ing s is p rovided for failure’ or re­ 
fusal of any corp oration to make re­ 
turns as required by this bill, and 
further p enalty is p rescribed for 
false returns. 
Rep resentative De Armond in­ 
troduced a bill p roviding that it 
shall be unlawful to ship from any 
state or territory , throug h or into 
any other state or territory , any 
manufactured articles sold for ship ­ 
ment or intended to be sold unless 
every article had stamp ed on the 
cover containing it the words “ no 
monop oly p roduct,” “ p roduced in 
op en comp etition,” or other words 
of like imp ort. A max imum p enalty 
of $i, <XK) fine or one y ear’s imp ris­ 
onment, or both, is p rovided for 
violation of this p rovision.
